AFRICA. 

Report from Freetown — Sanitary conditions — Smallpox. 

Vice-Consul Dougherty reports, April 18, as follows: 
The sanitary condition of Freetown has remained the same during 
the past few months as previously reported. The number of deaths 
has remained at the same average. Last year at this time smallpox 
was very prevalent, but thus far there have been very few cases this 
year. No other malignant diseases have manifested themselves. There 
IS evidently more smallpox in the interior. One American recently 
died from this disease. 

Naturally there are better sanitar}^ conditions in Freetown than in 
the interior. In Freetown inspectors have charge of yards and streets, 
and require all classes of inhabitants to exercise caution. 

BRAZIL. 

Reports from Rio de Janeiro — Inspection of vessels — Plague and 

yellow ferver. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Stewart reports, April 12 and 18, as 
follows: 

During the week ended April 8, 1906, the following vessels were 
inspected by me and received bills of health from this consulate-gen- 
eral: On the 2d instant the British steamship Lord Stanley., for Port 
Tampa, Fla., in water ballast, no passengers, and no change in the 
crew personnel while here; on the 3d instant the Canadian barkentine 
Annie Smith., for Charleston, S. C. , with coffee, no passengers, and 2 
new members of the crew taken on while here; on the same date the 
British steamship Phidias., for New Orleans, in water ballast, no pas- 
sengers, and no change in the crew personnel; on the same date the 
British steamship Eddystone, for New York, with coffee, no passen- 
gers, and no change in the crew personnel; on the 4th instant the 
British steamship Byron, for New York, with a small cargo of coffee, 
26 first-class and 104 steerage passengers from this place and the 
Rivei' Plata, the latter brought up to this port by a French liner and 
transshipped to the Byron without coming ashore, and with 2 new 
members of the crew taken on in this port; on the 7th instant the 
British steamship Boxgrove, for Sabine Pass, Tex., in water ballast, no 
passengers, and 1 new member of the crew taken on in this port; on 
the same date the British steamship Norman Prince., for New York, 
in water ballast, with no passengers, and no change in the crew per- 
sonnel, and on the 8th instant the Belgian steamship Calderon, for 
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New York, with a cargo of coffee, 1 
steerage passengers for New York. 

No other vessels left this port for United States 
Cuban ports during the period under consideration.

Mortality in Rio de Janeiro. 

Week ended April 8, 1906, 303 deaths. 

Yellow fever caused 2 deaths, with 2 new cases reported; plague, 
no deaths, with 2 new cases reported; no cases nor deaths of variola 
reported. 

At the close of the week there were in the Hospital Sao Sebastiao 
1 case of variola, 1 case of plague, and 16 cases of suspicious illness 
under observation. There were no cases of yellow fever under treat- 
ment during this week. 

Week ended April 18, 1906. On the 11th instant the Portuguese 
barkentine Margarivia, in stone ballast for New Orleans, with no 
passengers and no change in the crew personnel while in this port, 
was inspected and received a full bill of health from this consulate- 
general. 

Plague is reported from the city of Porte Alegre, State of Rio Grande 
do Sul; number of cases and deaths not at this time obtainable. 

The total number of deaths reported from Rio de Janeiro each week 
is less than for the corresponding week during the past two years. 

Week ended April 15, 1906, 258 deaths. 

Of this total, 1 death was due to yellow fever, with 3 new cases 
reported; 1 to bubonic plague, with 1 new case reported; no cases of 
or deaths from variola.
